A  Nlghl  with  th*  Sports. 

Metz's  Hall  presented  a  lively  sceue  on 
Monday  night.  What  was  undoubtedly 
the  greatest  array  of  sporting  talent 
ever  assembled  at  one  time  lu  this  town 
Was  preseiifon " that  night  at  the  bail  of 
the  Watsesslng  Field  Club.  The  sport¬ 
ing  blood  of  East  Orange,  full-fledged 
game  stock  front  Orange,  and  the  talent 
of  this  town  were  all  largely  represented. 
The  great  attraction  for  the  sporting 
gentry  was  the  array  of  semi-profes¬ 
sional  pugilistic  talent  engaged  for  the 
occasion,  and  who  donned  the  gloves  and 
faced  eacb  other  In, the  ring.  The  Inter¬ 
vals  between  the  boxing  bouts  was  de¬ 
voted  to  dancing,  which  was  enjoyed  by 
young  men  and  women  of  a  social  turn. 
During  these  intervals  the  sports  ad¬ 
journed  to  the  bar. 

The  Watsesslng  Social  Club  attended 
the  ball  In  u  bydy  and  occupied  the 
gallery,  from  which  they  lustily  cheered 
the  pugilists.  Mr.  Splclman  of  Newark 
was  master  of  ceremonies.  After 
season  of  dancing  the  Hour  was  cleared 
and  a  rope  brought,  with  which  a  ring 
was  formed.  The  sports  rushed  from 
the  bar  and  formed  a  compact  circle 
three  or  four  deep  around  the  ring.  The 
young  women,  enthusiastic  admirers  of 
the  manly  art,  stood  on  a  bench  and 
looked  into  the  ring  over  the  herds  of 
the  sports.  Mr.  Hplelman  took  his 
position  in  the  ring  and  was  quickly 
followed  by  Mr.  C.  Kuehne  and  his  se¬ 
cond  and  Mr.  Schlosser  and  his  second. 
The  pugilists  tiWffprllf*chirtT%  In  their 
respective  corners.  Mr.  Hpielrnun  an¬ 
nounced  “Mr.  Scblosser,  ladies  and  gen¬ 
tlemen."  and  Mr.  Schlosaer  arose,  bowed, 
and  was  greeted  by  cheers.  Then  Mr. 
Hplelman  ordered  the  men  to  put  on- 
gloves,  then  to  shake  bands,  then  to  go. 

XM  order  woe  iuUowvd  by  a  series  of 
agile  evolutions  about  the  ring,  then 
blfT,  bang,  and  the  big  gloves  smashed 
up  ftgatnst  lTielr  faces.  “Oh  my !  that 
was  a  daisy,"  exclaimed  the  sports,  and 
the  cheering  from  the  Watsesslng  Social 
Club  In  the  gallery  was  vociferous. 
Tbe  dodging  and  biffing  and  banging 
lasted  three  minutes, whou  Mr.  Hplelman 
called  time,  end  for  sn  Interval  of  a 
minute  the  seconde  joined  the  princi¬ 
pals  with  towelB.  This  was  repeated 
three  times  and  then  the  bout  was  over. 
The  rope  was  taken  away,  tbe  sports 
departed  for  the  bar,  the  music  struck 
her  or  two  also,  the  young  women 
got  down  from  their  benches  and  enjoy¬ 
ed  a  dance,  and  the  Watsesslng  Social 
Club  discussed  the  merits  of  the  men. 

After  the  dance  was  over  the  ring  was 
again  formed,  the  sports  reappeared, 
and  Mr.  Bplelman  announced  Master 
McKeon  of  the  Ariel  A.  C.  and  Master

Church  on  Hunday  evening. 

Dr.  Ballon  tine  locks  two  months 
closing  a  twenty  years’  pastorate  at  the 
First  Church.  This  Is  ths  longest  period 
that  any  minister  has  continued  in 
charge  there.  A  generation  of  tbe 
church  membership  has  practically 
grown  up  under  his  care.  Infants  who  he 
baptized  In  tbe  early  years  of  bis  ministry 
have  grown  up  and  In  later  years  been 
received  Into  full  membership  in  the 
church.  Many  who  were  boys  and  girls 
when  he  came  to  toMfl  he  has  had  tbe 
pleasure  of  uniting  In  wedlock,  ami  it 
hue  been  bis  solemn  duty  to  accompany 
to  the  grave  an  unusual  number  of  the 
older  members  of  the  church.  8o  fre¬ 
quent  were  tbe  deaths  at  one  time 
among  the  old  pillars  of  the  church,  that 
Dr.  BoJlantlne  was  led  to  exclaim  In 
his  discourse  at  the  funeral  of  tbe  late 
Dr.  Joseph  A.  Davis,  “that  It  appeared 
as  If  God  had  sent  him  to  Bloomfield  to 
bury  ths  Old  Church." 

It  Is  with  feelings  of  deepest  regret 
on  ths  part  of  the  very  large  majority 
of  ths  membership  of  the  church  that 
tbe  pastofsl  relations  which  have  be- 
come  loving  ties  with  many  are  about 
to  be  dlsaolved.  Many  members  of 
tbe  church  can  hardly  brooch  the  sub. 
ject  without  being  moved  to  tears. 
I)r.  Ballantine’s  departure,  owing  to 
clrcumstauces  attending  It,  (s  one  of 
the  most  sorrowful  episodes  In  the 
church  history  of  this  town. 

Tbe  First  Church  has  enjoyed  both 
spiritual  and  physical  prosperity  under 
the  partorate  of  Dr.  Ballantlne.  Tbe  ac¬ 
cessions  to  tbe  roetnliershlp  heve  been 
large.  The  Church  bos  co-operated 
heartily  In  religious  movements  of  a 
general  character.  Ths  Interior  of  tbe 
Church  has  been  very  much  Improved 
and  tne  edlflre  has  been  sntarged  by 
I  the  erection  of  an  Imposing  and  beau- 
tlfffr  Bunday-ocbaol  room,  and  on  every 
hand  there  Is  Indications  of  Improve¬ 
ment  vigor  snd|growtb.  Many  earnest 
prayers  will  follow  Dr.  Ballantlne  to  his 
new  field  desiring  for  him  e  happy  end 
prosperous  career.  These  desires  are 
not  confined  to  the  church  alone  It  Is  tbe 
almost  unanimous  desire  to  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  thla  town  who  have  known  him 
so  long  ami  learned  to  love  him  and  feel 
that  Baltlmoree  gain  la  Bloomfielde  lose. 


will  linger  long  lu  the  memory  of  th“se 
present.  It  frequently  happens  that 
ftTganizaltons  such  us  Grand  Army  men, 
firemen,  aud  beuevoleut  and  fruteruai 
lodges  are  Invited  to  church,  and  a  ser- 
mou  is  preached  which  has  a  very  remote 
application  to  the  direct  'objects  of  the 
societies,  ami  Is  generally  of  au  adula¬ 
tory  character.  Dr.  Ballantlue’s  dis¬ 
course  was  not  of  the  cominonpla<  o 
order.  It  was  not  an  eggrngation  of 
steal  platitudes  pleasing  to  the  conceit  of 
a  flremau,  and  calculated  to  inflate  that 
worthy  with  an  undue  sense  of  Ids  own 
importance.  It  was  an  Intensely  practi¬ 
cal  talk  calculated  to  strike  home  and 
bit  hard.  Tho  text  was  part  of  the 
fourteenth  \srse  of  the  second  chapter 
or  tho  First  Epistle  of  John ;  “  I  have 
written  unto  y«t\i  young  meu  because 
ye  are  strong." 

Dr.  Ballsntine  paid  a  fitting  tribute  to 
the  service  of  firemen  In  gouerul,  ami  of 
the  good  Work  done  In  the  pa?>1  !>y  the 
members  of  Essex  Hook  and.  Ladder 
Company.  He  spoke  of  his  own  personal 
acquaintance  with  that  company,  and 
the  pleasant  relations  that  had  existed 
between  them.  In  hts  attendance  at. 
their  gatherings  the  most  exemplary 
conduct  had  prevailed.  Strength, ho  said, 
was  the  endowment  of  young  men,  and 
for  that  endowment  they  were  under 
obligations  to  society.  The  duty  of  a 
fireman  did  not  exhaust  the  strength  of 
the  young  men.  Thero  were  other  fields 
In  which  It  could  be  profitably  used  lu 
conjunction  with  the  office  of  fireman. 
It  was  the  duty  of  the  firemen  To  assist 
la  subduing  luwdyUua  la  Um»  town. 
He  did  not  wish  to  be  understood  that 
rowdyism  prevailed  to  any  alarming 
extent  tn  ttm  tnwtr, "Tita  it  did  prevail 
more  or  less,  as  la  all  other  towns.  Tho 
firemen  should  be  the  auxiliaries  of  the 
church  and  the  police  in  putting  ltdown  ; 
as  young  men  they  bad  It  In  their  power

Dr.  Ballantlne  said  that  a  second  field 
for  the  proper  exercise  of  the  str«ugth  of 
young  men  was  in  the  purification  of 
politics.
